To give 
children a good education in manners, arts and 
science, is important j to give them a reiigi' 
otts education is indUpeosablo, a&d ao immense 
responsibility teats on. parents a,nd guardians 
who r.oglect these dulic*."

France, who were found io the lowest physi- 
cal and idle Ik dual condition, subsisting on ihe 
bark of Irees, unable IO dittingui-b . hy touch, 
between a carved and a painted surface, and 
having hardly a trace of humanity. Such 
ca*cs afford the most conclusive proof, lhat as 
rnen, we owe most of our power and dignity 
to culture* Il is by Ihe powers ol tl>e mind 
thai we 3re enabhd to .appropriate ihe knov/- 
Ui£e of .tlie past, and make it eubwrvitnl to 
cur benefit or pleasure. It is by ihe faculties 
of the rnind lhat wc areenibUd to investigate 
the wonders of creation which lie on every 
Land, and by that divi-iooJof the mind, called 
by writers on mental philosophy— the Intel 
ficl.
